array. A man of studious disposition, 
deep thought and love of action more 
than a man of Words. Yet, when he

General Joffre—if he owns a first 
name no one ever heard o£ it—was 
horn in southern France, near Ferpig- 
nan. 
As a boy he had little to say 
to anyone. He was a student. At 16 
he 
graduated 
from 
the 
college 
at Perpignan with a degree of Bach- 
lor of Letters, and before he had com- 
pleted his seventeenth year—bis case 
is unique in France—he was admitted 
to the Polytechnique, fourteenth in a 
list of hundreds, France having two 
West Points, the Folytechniciue 
for 


the engineers and St. Cyr for the 
other branches of the land forces. 


After one year at the military acad- 


emy he became an officer in the army 
during the Franco-Prussian 
war of 


1S70. 
After that war he was put in 
charge of the new defenses ol Paris 
and it was upon the fortifications de- 
signed by himself at Engheim that 
Marshal McMahon promoted him from 
lieutenant. Joffre was at that time 
but 22 years old. Later lie was sent 
to the eastern frontier to build the 
fortifications at Pontarlier; 
to Ton- 


kin, 
China, on a similar mission, and 
elsewhere. 


But Joffre wanted to see some real 
fighting. He began to be afraid that 
his life was going to be spent in build- 
ing forts. He yearned to throw down 
the trowel and pick up his sword. 
General Courbet gave him his chance

mander-in-chie£ of the French army, 
:o which post he was appointed some 
two years ago. 
Joffre never asked for a promotion. 
He has never played politics. With- 
out a. word 'he has accepted what has 
been given to him. and made the best 
of it. Those who have followed the 
courses in cqllege 
of General Joffre 
declare him to be a disciple of Na- 
poleon I. so far as his methods are 
concerned. 
Joffre is not a dress parade man. 
He is practical. Here IB an illustra- 
tions. At the anmi'al maneuvers of 
the French army in the past every- 
thing was according to program. Fri- 
day the Blue Army would do thus and 
so, the Red Army doing this and that, 
Saturday Blues and.

FIND FRENCH SABRE 


OF JESUIT PRIESTS 


Interesting Relic of Early Wisconsin 


History Found in Racine in 


Drain Layer. 


Racine, Wis., Sept. 15.—One of tha 
most interesting relics in the city is 
a French sabre bearing the date 175S. 
The weapon was found two feet under 
ground by a drain layer and was turn- 
ed over to August Morawetz. 
The sabre dates back 19 the old 
days when the Jesuit missionaries 
first explored Wisconsin, and when 
this state was occupied by the Frer.cli. 
At that time there was a French post 
at Green Bay, where resided a com- 
mandant, an uncouth squad of soldiers 
and a French missionary. Numerous 
French officers and coureurs de bois, 
in search of adventure, visited the 
post, 
and 
made 
exploration trips 
down the Fox river, which passes 
near Hushcr. It is thought that the 
sword belong to one of these French j 
officers, who was either waylaid by 
the Indians or else became separated 
from his party and was lost and died 
in the wilderness. It was not until 
1761 that AVisconsin was taken ove.ri 
by the English. 
The superior metal of which the 
sword is made and the inscriptions on 
it show that it must have belonged to 
some French officer of high degree. 
The blade is of steel, and despite itsi 
long burial in the earth, is uot badly' 
rusted. 
The 
inscriptions on 
the 
blade 
are 
plainly distinguishable. 
On top there is a crown, and above 
this crown a picture of the earth sur- 
mounted by a cross. Belov/ the crown 
is an inscription, resembling the let- 
ters, "C' A." and the date "1758." 
Below this there is more scroll work 
and a fleur de leis. The same in- 
scriptions are on both sides of the 
sword. 
The handle is of brass, and is

I certain grip there are brass chains, 
and also what is known as a "cup" to 
prevent the hniid from slipping onto 
the blade. The top of the sword is 
made to resemble a snake. Like the 
blade, the handle is not tarnished in 
the least. 
An effort is being made to trace 
the history of the old sword, and it 
will probably be taken over by one 
of the museums in Wisconsin.
